township.

board to hear remonstraiors against 
the blanket raise in Union township, 
but up until noon no taxpayers of the 
township had appeared before flic 
board to make a complaint against 
the order and no notice had been 
received that any would appear. 


The reduction in Walker township 


was made on the recommendation of 
Alba Hnrsl. township trustee, who 
believed the land and improvements 
were too high as compared with sur- 
rounding townships. The board also 
acted on the recommendation of 11. 
Lee Wilson, Union township, trustee, 
in ordering the increase in assess- 
ments there.

Land-and improvements in Walker 


township hnve an average assessed 
valuation of $35:1 an acre, as fixed 
by the township assessor r.nd hi* 
deputy, and with the reduction of 
five per cent on land and ten per cent 
on improvements, the average on both 
classes will lie $1-3-1 nn a-cre. 
The 


naked land averaged $120.20 on the 
original assessment, and with the re- 
duction of five per cent the overage 
will be $]flf) an acre.
